When a battle starts, the Pokemon 
shown on the top left of the 
Pokemon screen in the field menu 
will appear in battle first. All 
Pokemon taking part in a battle can 
gain Experience Points if you win or 
succeed in capturing the wild 
Pokemon. However, a fainted 
Pokemon cannot gain Exp. Points. If 
all of your Pokemon faint, you'll lose 
the battle and be returned to 
Steven's location. 



O Name, Gender, and Level of 
Opposing Pokemon 

©Opposing Pokemon's HP 

HP is the measurement of a 
Pokemon's health. When it reaches 
zero, the Pokemon faints and can no 
longer do battle.

When the gauge is filled up, your 
Pokemon gains a level. 



©Fight 

Direct your Pokemon to use its 
moves. The number of times you can 
use a given move is listed as Power 
Points (PP). When a move's PP 
reaches zero, it cannot be used 
again until its PP is restored. 

©Bag 

Use some of the items in your Bag. 
© Run 

Flee from a battle. Attempting to run 
away does not always succeed, and 
you cannot run from a battle against 
another Trainer. 

Pokemon 

Check information about Pokemon in 
your party, and switch them in and 
out of battle. 























Send to Full Game 






You can send Pokemon you caught 
or items you received to the full 


version of Pokemon Omega Ruby or 
Pokemon Alpha Sapphire. Note that 
you must watch the ending movie 
once before you can send anything. 

♦ The items you can send will 
change depending on how many 
times you have seen the ending 
movie. 

♦ You can only send a Pokemon or 
item selection from the Special 
Demo Version to the full version 
of Pokemon Omega Ruby or 
Pokemon Alpha Sapphire once per 
day. 

♦ In order to receive a Pokemon in 
the full version of the game, you'll 
need to have received a Poked ex 
in the full version. 


You will need the Nintendo 3DS 
system that you use to play 
Pokemon Omega Ruby or Pokemon 
Alpha Sapphire, so have it ready. 


♦ Please do not remove the SD 
Card from your Nintendo 3DS 
system. 



Start the Special Demo Version on 
the same Nintendo 3DS system that 
you use to play your full version of 












the game. Talk to Steven in front of 
the Pokemon Center, and select 
"Send to full game." 



Please read the explanation and 
select what you want to send to 
your full version of the game. 



To receive the items or Pokemon 
you sent to your full version of the 
game, select Pokemon Link in the 
title menu of the full version.
